first degree growing out of the 
death in his apartment Dec. 2 
Miss Pearl Potoskey, owner of a 
St. Louis beauty parlor. 

The grand jury heard 16 wit- 
nesses yesterday and today. The 
case was presented to the grand 
jury Prosecuting Attorney 
Green, assisted by Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Lovan. 

A few minutes after the indict- 
ment was returaed Hohenthal ap- 
peared in court and gave $25,000 
bond the 
September term of court, 

Miss Potoskey, 23 years old, and 
Hohenthal, 59, a bachelor, had as- 
sociated for about nine years, and, 
according to Hohenthal, were to

On the night of Dec. 2 last Ho- 
henthal took Miss Potoskey from 
her home, 4531 Alaska avenue, St. 
Louis, to De Soto. After drinking 
home brew they retired to sepa- 
rate rooms, Hohenthal has related, 
and upon arising late the next aft- 
ernoon he found her fully clad and 
dead on the dining-room __ floor, 
with a bullet in her brain, At 
her side was a rusted pistol that 
St. Louis police experts and a Jef- 
ferson County Deputy Sheriff tes- 
tified at a preliminary hearing had 
not been fired for a long time. It 
was of the same caliber as the bul- 
let that killed Miss Potoskey. An 
indented contusion over the left 
eve that fractured the skull was 
also disclosed by the autopsy. 

In a preliminary’ investigation 
Hohenthal was arrested, charged 
with murder in a warrant issued 
by the Prosecuting Attorney. He 
was released at a preliminary 
hearing on the ground of insuffi- 
cient evidence. 

He testified that Miss Potoskey 
had threatened to kill her herseff 
and that he believed she had shot 
herself in a moment of despond- 
ency. He added that they had not 
quarreled that night. The State's 
case at that time rested largely on 
the rusted condition of the pistol. 

Not satisfied with the disposi- 
tion of the case at the preliminary 
hearing. Miss Potoskey's mother 
and sisters employed Jerome _ F. 
Duggan, St. Louis attorney, to 
make a further investigation and 
he was instrumental in getting the 
case hefore the grand Jury. 


Hoover Nominates St. Lou- 
isan for Place Recently 
Vacated by Henry L. 
Stimson — Confirmation 
by Senate Expected To- 
morrow.

WASHINGTON, May 15. — 
Dwight Davis of St. Louis, former 
Secretary of War, has been selected 
by President Hoover for appoint- 
ment as Governor-General of the 
Philippines. 

His nomination will go to the 
Senate probably tomorrow. Con- 
firmation is expectedg to follow in 
short order. 

The matter of the appointment 
was discussed by the President 
with Davis at a White House 
luncheon two days ago. 

Davis will succeed to the place 
made vacant by the elevation of 
Henry L. Stimson to the headship 
of the State Department. Eugene 
Gimore, who went to the Philip- 
pines with the late Major-General 
Leonard Wood, is now acting as 
Governor-General. 

The Governor of the Philippines 
gets a salary of $25,000 a year and 
residence in the palace, this being 
the highest paid office in the Gov- 
ernment except that of the Presi- 
dent. The post is regard+d as of 
rank equal to that of a cabinet 
officer. 

The Governor-Generalship of 
the Philippines has furnished a 
troublesome problem for the Pres- 
ident ever since the appointment 
was declined by former Assistant 
At.orney-General William J. Don- 
ovan. 

Donovan, as has been told, want- 
ed the Attorney-Generalship in 
lieu of this plum. The President 
pressed the Governor-Generalship 
upon him, pointing out both its 
intrinsic importance and its pos- 
sibilities as a springboard to high- 
er office. With Donovan, how- 
ever, it was the Attorney-General- 
ship or nothing. 

Until a little while ago it ap- 
peared certain that the Philippine 
post would go to Brigadier-General 
Frank R. McCoy, a man of great 
administrative ability, who made a 
fine record as the supervisor of the 
Nicaraguan elections of 1928. 

McCoy stood high with the Presi- 
dent, but his chances for the ap- 
pointment were squelched by a 
strong sentiment both in this coun- 
try and the Philippines against the 
appointment of a military man. 

Davis then came into the picture. 
He is understood to have had 
the cordial indorsement of Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, who told a 
Senator yesterday, without naming 
the appointee, that a “strong man” 
had been chosen for the place. 

Davis has had the friendship of 
President Hoover for a long time. 
It was partly on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Hoaver, while Secre- 
tary of Commerce, that he was 
made Assistant Secretary of War 
in 1923, from which position he 
was graduated into full cabinet 
rank under President Coolidge in 
1925. 


Mr. Davis arrived in St. Louis 
from the East this afternoon, a 
few hours after word of his selec- 
tion for the Philippine post had 
been made public in Washington. 
He declined to comment. He ex- 
pects to remain here for a week, 
visiting his mother, Mrs. John Da- 
vis. at 17 Westmoreland place. 

Member of a wealthy St. Louis 
family, Mr. Davis was known 
chiefly as an amateur sports- 
man, and as a worker for public 
improvements through the Civic 
League and the City Club, when 
he was elected to the House of 
Delegates from the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, in 1907 He served one 2- 
year term. Impatient because of 
the limitations imposed by the 
combine system in the House, he 
did not seek re-election. Mayor 
Kreismann appointed him Park 
Commissioner. He developed plans 
for increasing recreational use of 
the parks, and when he had gone 
as far as the appropriations would 
permit, he resigned. declaring he 
did not wish to “cut grass” mere- 
ly. 

He entered military service with 
the Fifth Missouri volunteer regi- 
ment in 1917, and took an offi- 
cer’s training course at Pilatts- 
burgh. N. Y. He went overseas 
with the 138th, St. Louis volunteer 
infantry regiment, and served 
through the Argonhe engagement 
with the rank of Colonel. Soon aft- 
er his return, he was chosen by 
President Harding as a director of 
the War Finance Corporation. He 
is the donor of the Davis cup, inter- 
national tennis trophy.

TERMINABLE PERMIT BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE, 19-8 


Upper Chamber Puts Through Its Own, Not 
House Measure, for Common Car- 
rier Franchise.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 15.— 
The Senate today passed its own 
terminable permit bill by a vote of 
19 to 8. This bill is similar to the 
one passed by the House and now 
on the Senate calendar.

NEUN FEARS CITY 
WILL LOSE RIGHTS 


Saying he was tired of local pub- 
lic utilities In St. Louis getting all 
their powers from State bodies and 
that he feared the terminable per- 
mit measure now before the Legis- 
lature would take away from the 
city its last remaining bit of con- 
tro! represented by its exclusive 
power to grant franchises, Walter 
J. G. Neun, president of the Board 
of Aldermen and a member of the 
Transportation Survey Commission, 
provoked a lengthy debate on the 
issue at yesterday afternoon's 
meeting of the commission. 

As is known. the city charter, 
which was adopted by a vote of 
the people, provides that fran- 


chises for public utilities may be 
granted only by ordinance passed 
by the Board of Aldermen and 
signed by the Mayor, and restricts 
all franchises to 50 years’ dura- 
tion, 


The “terminable permits” _ bill, 
if passed by the Legislature, would 
violate the charter in two ways in 
respect of franchises for the street 
railway company and other local 
eommon carriers. First, as City 
Counselor Muench said in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, it would give 
franchise-getting power to the 
State Public Service Commission: 
and, second, it would allow the 
Public Service Commission to grant 
a “terminable’’ franchise instead 
of one restricted to 50 years, with 
the consent of the “proper authori- 
ties of the city.” 


The full charter provisions would 
remain in effect for all public ywtili- 
ties except the street car company 
and other common carriers such 
as bus lines. In practice, the only 
way a terminable permit granted 
to the street car company by the 
State Public Service Commission 
could be terminated would be for 
the city to adopt a policy of muni- 
cipal ownership and buy out the 
vomvany. Unless this were don: 
the permit wuld run on forever. 
hour of discus-

Building and Few in It Escape — 


EXPLOSIONS 

FOLLOWED 
BY FLAMES 
TRAP MANY 


Accident in Dr. George W. 
Crile’s Nationa!ly Known 
Clinic Occurs at Most 
Crowded Hour. 


HELPLESS PATIENTS 
SEE DEATH APPROACH 


Catastrophe Occurs so Sud- 
denly That Most of Vic- 
tims Are Struck Down as 
They Flee Toward Open 
Air.

CLEVELAND, O., May 15.— 
Deadly, suffoeating bromine 
gas, given off by two explos- 
ions of X-ray films and an ac- 
companying fire, killed 93 per- 
sons in Cleveland Clinic 
Hospital today. The injured 
list may reach 100, 

The dead were patients, doc- 
tors and nurses who filled the 
four-story structure at 11:30 
o'clock, the busiest hour of the 
morning. The clinie is operated 
by Dr. George W. Crile, inter- 


nationally noted goiter special- 
ist. It is at East Ninty-third 
street and Euclid avenue. 

The first explosion occurred 
when X-ray films stored in the 
basement caught fire, releasing 
deadly fumes. The fumes pene- 
trated to the waiting room on the 
floors above. 

The upper floors of the building 
are. balconies and the hollow center 
of the building soon filled with gas 
as the intense heat below sent the 
fumes swirling upward. Before 
anyone had opportunity to escape 
a second biast blew out the sky- 
light and filled every corner of the 
building with deadly bromine gas. 

Occupants had no may of escape 
but the windows, and few were 
able to reach them. These few 
were enveloped in the fumes which 
hung about the building and col- 
lapsed. 

The two street entrances were 
choked, and the stairways leading 
to the roof were heavy with the 
furnnes. Every piece of fire appa- 
ratus available was centered at the 
clinic and every vehicle possible 
was commandeered to remove the 
bodies. An hour and a half later 
all had been taken to nearby hos- 
pitals, 

The first explosion was heard by 
Policeman Henry Thorpe, walking 
two blocks away. He turned in a 
fire alarm and ran to the building.

Because of the export debenture 
provision, so strongly opposed by 
President Hoover, House leaders 
are inclined not even to receive 
the Senate’s newly adopted meas- 
ure. The bill was passed  iast 
night by a vote of 54 to 33 in the 
Senate, with 231 administration 
Republicans, including Senator 
Watson of Indiana, the party 
leader, voting against it. 

Watson is taking the iniilative in 
negotiations between Senate and 
House party leaders on the fate of 
the legislation, and urged the con- 
ference of party leaders for late to- 
day. 

Senate Republicans are eager 
that the House at least receive the 
Senate bill and send it to confer- 
ence, where they are hopeful of 
eliminating the export debenture 
proposition. 

Ultimatum by Democrats. 

Democrats in the Senate have 
served notice that if the House 
leaders declined to receive the Sen- 
ate’s measure it meant the end of 
farm relief legislation for this ses- 
sion, and they likewise insisted that 
the responsibility for the failure of 
relief legislation would hang on the 
heads of the House Republicans for 
their refusal to receive the bill. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, said after a 
conference with the President 
today that the Senate's program 
as now drawn up includes a 30- 
day recess to begin when the tariff 
bill is received from the House. 
In the interim, he said, the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee will be 
free to devote ali its time to the 
measure. He added that Hoover

That we 
youngsters. could remain cheerful 
through such a series of disasters 
is not astonishing, but that iay 
poor mother, who had already ¢x- 
perienced so many hardships and 
troubles in her life, and who was 
neo longer young, could take them 
as the ordinary run of thinga, 
seems incredible as I look back 
upon those days. 

We walked along the streets of 
London with no money, no frienis 
and no possible means of finding 
shelter for the night. We tried 
two or three hotels, but they were 
adamant upon the necessity of 
payment in advance, in default of 
luggage. We tried two or three 
lodging houses, but all the landla- 
dies acted in the same heartless 
manner. Finally we were reduced 
to a bench in the Green Park, but 
even then an enormous policeman 
appeared and told us to move on. 

This continued for three days 
and three nights. We lived upon 
penny buns, and yet, such was our 
amazing vitality, we spent our days 
in the British Museum. I remem- 
ber I was reading the English 
translation of Winckelmann’s 
“Journey to Athens,” and, our 
strange situation quite forgotten, 
I wept, not for our own misfor- 
tunes, but over the tragic death of 
Winckelmann returning from his 
ardent voyage of discovery. 

But with the dawn of the fourth 
day I decided that something must 
be done. Admonishing my mother, 
Raymon. and Elizabeth’to follow 
me and not to say a word, I walked 
straight into one o: the finest 
hotels in London. I informed the 
night porter, who was half asleep, 
that we had just :0.
